of Budziack and Biclgorod much farther. This 
Rout or Defezt of the Fertais ts lorked pon by chris 
Court as an Affair of the greateft Coniequence , for 
they fay tc will in prea: Meafure extirsate thofe Peo- 
ple, and perhaps oblige the Turks to make up Mat-’ 
ters as foon as poflible, fince they cannot weil carry 
on a War with Ruffia without the Afiftance ot fitch 
irregular Troogs to oppofe the Ruffian Tartars and 
Coffacks.
